THK PROUlllITloN cjUKSrioN. 

Tho seuaie fluiiUy disposed of the Scott 
Act this week, although it is exceedingly 
probable that they have not heard tho last 
of it this aoEsiou. The. amondnient of 

Seiintur Power making a tliri'f-liftlis iiiajdr- 
ity necessary to carry tin' act in any county 
wart dismissed at considerable 1,'ngtli ami 
voted down by the narrow inaji)rity nf two 
votes. The great eniaseiilatiiig clause 
allowing the sido of light wines, beer aiul 
alo iu thu Scot -Vet counties, was also di.-i- 
cussed. Senator Viilal, presiduut nf tlu^ 
Doiuiniou .Mliaiu'e moving its rejection. 
Senator Scott, who givi-s his name to the 
act, from tlu; fact tliat he was sei'retary of 
state and had cluirye of the uieasuiu w hen 
introduced in the ueasiou uf 1^78, strongly 
supported the propositiuii to strike out tho 
clituae, urging that the senate was acting in 
bad faith mutilating the act just w hen many 
of the Ontario couutieH were prejiaring to 
put it in operation. Tlic proti stalions of 
I Senator Scott and other geiitlenu-n were of 
' no avail, howeviT, and the clause was allow- 
ed to stand. The liill has to coiue back to 
th<' commons for raiitication, and there will 
j be a lively limi' over it,

Tho corresiioudeut in (inestion, 
Mr. Molyneux St. John, was souio years 
ago sherifT of the Northwest Territorii^s, 
and knowing something uf the itntecedeuts 
of the firm in question has tiiketi the trouble 
to wade through public documents to ascer- 
tain the exact position of tifl'airs. Last 
year the amount paid to Baker & Co. \vas 
nearly $520,000, and during the Vear before 
over $(1110,01)0 for goods supplied by them 
or for services performed. Thus it apjiears 
that in the two years l.S8.'t-HI iiai'liaineiit 
voted ;?"J,r)lj 1,700 for the inoiiiited polici' 
and Indians of th(> Northwest, iii;d over 
one million of this found its way to the till 
of J. G. linker .t Co. But this is not all. 
Included in the alajve sum voied by parlia- 
ment are till' Indian annuilies, and the 
traders (jf the Aiiirriean linn have been no 
less Huccessfiil in Dbtainiii;.; the nioiiey of 
the redinaii by selling rilles, blaid<i^ts and 
other articles to the assembled bauds at tho 
time the annuities are paid. The cry these 
days is "Canada for the (!aundiaus, " and it 
is a burning shame that a gang of Ameri- 
cans should got thoir grip on the jjurso of 
tho Dominion in this way. \\"e have a 
national policy; then let it be tiuly national.

TUB 110 YAL HOCIKTY OK CA>AI).\. 

Simultaiiooua with the resumption of 
parliamentary duties on Tuesday aaw the 
aasombling within our legialative building 
of tho literary parliament of Canada — tho 
Koyal society. Thia organization waa-oa- 
tabliahed two years ago through tho in 
struinonlality of l-ord Loriic fur the pur- 
pose of fostering the latent literary talent 
of tho dominioi; iind giving an impulae to 
the' formation of a national literature. 
The society is divided into four sections, 
each coutaiiiini;; twenty members. Thoro 
is a guolo^ical section, a mechanical sec- 
tion, and, as if it were noceasary to carry 
tho idea of the two nationalities inti> 
every society which ia formed here, there 
are botli Blngliah and French literary sec- 
tions. The suoiety transacts its buainess 
much after the manner of the British or 
Anfbrican associations for tho advance- 
ment of science, each section having its 
own preaidont and ofHcors, but tho French 
principle of limiting the number of niem- 
ber« has boon adopted, as oppoaod to the 
system followed by the above societies, in 
which any person caVi become a member 
provided he pays the npoessiry fees. In 
the Hoyal society, it will thus be hccii, 
there are forty acieutiata and fortj' litei- 
ateur^.

THR RBKKLLION. 

The Saakatt-howau rohollion, as thu Uiol 
emi'iitf of 1885 in likely to bo called, ia 
practically over, but the Canadian peoplo 
are only just beginning to fi-el tlie olfocts 
of it, whore it touchua llicm most, viz., in 
their pockets. The umouut already vottid 
towards defraying expenses is $700,000. 
This week adds another 81,000,000 to the 
sum, and this, it must bo borne in mind, 
is for tho pay and suljaiatence of tho 
troops, transport and forage only. When 
the claims of homeless settlers conio to bo 
adjubted, it will bo found that three or 
four millions more will ho required to 
straighten affairs. In the meantime it is n 
matter of siiwiere rejoiciiitr that there is 
likely to be no nioro hloudaliud. The 
people of Ontario are now anxiously en- 
(luiring "When will the lioy.-! be hmneC' 
and already preparati<in8 are being nnulo 
to give them a grand re';eptioii. There is 
some talk, also, of tendering a banquet to 
General ftliddleton, an honor which tho 
old war-horse richly deservea. During 
the campaign ho has proved himself to bo 
made of the right stnii', kiml, humane and 
generous, and hia conduct of the ciun 
paigii has been inai ked by tiio highest 
generalship. Tho only drawback to the 
eight weeks' operations has been the Cut 
Knife Creek battle, and from the letters 
which are now appearing written by 
vnluiitoers who took pait in the Roht after 
their e.tciteineiit had cooled down, coupled 
with the statcnionts made by half hn^iuls 
who were wiih PoundiuMker and iiro now 
prisoners it aeeiuft that (Jttcr a:id his men 
only by a miracle e3ca[iod hoiiig massa- 
cred.

THE DOWNFALL OF THE GLAD- 
STONE G VERNMENT. 

Tho dofeiit of the (Jlatlstoiu^ ^^ovoi-ii- 
mont on tho bucJf^ot was a rual aiirpi'iso. 
People horeiibouta weru 011 tho lookout 
for tho overthrow of tho ministry on their 
foreign policy. It was known that thoy 
had bungled in thu Ej^yptian matter and 
retired without haviiii; "aniaahed El 
Mahdi." That they had all but oin- 
broilod tho country in war with I'^i-aiico 
and Germany, and had wiivored before 
Russia in, Afglianiatau; but watchera of 
events in Europe had begun to think that 
if they fell at all in the existinL; huuse it 
would be because of their biin{;ling and 
cowardice abroad rather than their mis- 
takes at home. To bo sure, tho ovil 
effects of their foreign policy have niado 
additional taxation Deoessary, and so, in- 
directly, events beyond the borders of 
the empire have encompassed the niin of 
the ministry in the sixth year of their ex- 
istence. The Gladstone government was 
formed on the 2;5d April, 1880, upon thu 
resignation of the Boacuubtield govurii 
mont, Gliidatono accepting; tho pdsitiou of 
premier with the [xirtfoiiu of lirst lord uf 
the treasury, in coiiiioction witli wliicli hu 
discharged thu functions of chancellor of 
the exchequer. He resigned the duties 
of the latter ofHco in 1883 into the hands 
of Mr. Childer.s. No 0110 can deny that 
tho ministry, along with nnuiy fooli.sli 
acts, have done some wise things. Per 
haps their policy, as far as it ruhited tu 
Ent;!uiid and Scotland, could nut havci 
been improved upon, but they blundered 
when dealing with Ireland and threw 
that Island into a state of unrest 
and unsuccessful robulliuM fvoni which 
it was only just recovering wiien 
the ministry proposed a renewal of 
the Coercion Act. Tlii.s proposition ajiain 
fanned Ireland into a bliizo of excitement 
and solidified the Irish party in the cum- 
roona. . When the fatal moment arrived 
Parnell and his followers voted with the 
conservatives and disuft'ected liberals and 
tho government went down. The only 
course before Mr. GladatoMO is to resign 
or diaaolve. Tho Quouii may not aciiopt 
the resignation or the conservatives may 
decline to itccopt otHco until after thu 
country has been appealed to. This line 
was taken by Mr. Di.sraeli in the seaaion 
of 1873. Tile principal inoasuto then 
proposed by Mr. (.;la(l.-jt(iiiii's govern ineiit 
was tho University IvJucatioii (Ireland) 
Bill, whicli was opposed by tlio Roman 
Catholic mombera who, voting on this 
occasion with tho consorvativea, caused 
the rejection of the bill by 287 votes 
against 284. Upon this Mr. Gladstone 
tendered his resignation to Her Majeaty, 
and Mr. Disraeli was sent lor; but as he 
declined to take otlice Mr. (lladdtono, 
though with loluctance, undertook to re- 
construct tho cabinet and contrived to 
pull through tho session. In January, 
1874, Mr. Giadatone took everybody by 
surprise by dissolving the house and ap- 
pealing to the country. Ir. that appeal he 
was disappointed and 5lr. Disraeli's gov- 
ernment came in and held till 18H0, when 
on going to tlio country they were dis- 
carded, us before stated. Now it may bo 
that in view of tho narrow majority tho 
oonaervatives will refuse to accept uthoe if 
it is tendered; and Mr. Gladstone must 
appeal to the country or coiifsont to carry 
on tho government upon ouil'^ranco. This 
last position would be intolerable and an 
appeal ia therefore almost certain. Tho 
government have been wounded in their 
most vital part — their liiiances. Their 
budget has been rejected and they cannot, 
if they would, retain the reins longer. 
Tho impreasion lias obtained for soino 
time that Gladnlone. was weary of odico 
and would seek the tir.it opportunity that 
otfered to retire. But hu is a hjyul parly 
man and believing that his retireiiioiit 
would wreck thu liberal government he 
has held on to the last. The crisis has 
come sooner than the moat ardent con- 
Borvative had hoped. The liberal gov- 
ernment have come to grief and the wcirUl 
must prepare for a vigorous foreign policy 
in place of the halting and uncertain course 
• which has marked the latter years of Mr. 
Gladstone's career.

Our 
contemporary has been nii^iiiiformoil. No 
such system was iu furce. 'I'he plui 
adopted was exactly -the reverse and the 
unfairness that characterised every move- 
ment of that governniont formed a con - 
stant Huliject of coiii|.daiiit wilii coiitrai'torH 
and otiiera wlio had luisiiit.'.ss at 
tho lands and work.s ollico. I'lio 'J'imos 
bus recently had a gri'at ili'iil to say about 
the awarding ol the contriict for building 
Point Ellice bridge to San rraueiscauB. Did 
he never bear of the awarding of the Esqni- 
malt drydock contract to Montrealers by 
the late government? 'Wore any of tho 
tenderers present when the ueala of those 
bidH were broken? f'orlainly not. The 
Times constantly misipmli'S fiifts in I'nii- 
noctiou with tho past to itn-atc n. il c. - 
able imprcs^riion in the pulilic mind t.)uci,TU- 
iug tho present goverunitJiit.

Within the last week a strike has been 
made on Finloy creek, about ten miloa 
from these lakea. Rumor aays the minors 
make from five to seven ilollara a d ly, 
but the water of the crook is vory high at 
present. 

I am told there nro som'o ten or twelve 
white men and thirty mongoliana on tho 
creek at present. 

Rumor alae says, and truly, I believe, 
that Col. Baker has purchased Mr. (ial- 
braith's place at Joseph's prairie, togethur 
with his cattle and work animals. The 
Colonel has, last fall, taken up 800 or 
1000 acres besides.

THE FKANCllISP. BII.T.. 
This week wo have hud francliiao bill 
adnauseiim. Tho talking haa been with- 
out end, and tho progress mado very slim 
indeed. There is no doubt of the fact 
that the chai'acter of the measure is being 
conaidorably altered, and at the govern- 
mont'a suggestion, too. Ono propoaitioii 
is tu make it imperative rather than op- 
tional, that the revising ollicer should, in 
Ontario, 2si;sv Hrunawiok, Nova Sootia, 
Prince Edward Island and Manitoba, bo 
either a judge or a junior judge of any 
county or diatriet court in the province ui 
which ho ia to act, or a barrister of at 
least live yours' standing, and in Quobeo 
either a judgo of tho superior court of thii t 
province, an advocate or a notary. In 
British (johimbia, to meet tho dilliculty 
occasioned by the boundaries of judicial 
and of electoral districts not always being 
uniform, he proposed to provide that a 
revising oflicer may bo appointed for a po- 
sition of an electoral district as circum- 
stances may require. The opposition 
have scored one point this week. Mr. 
Wilaou, member from East lOlgiii, during 
tho discussion on the Indian clause, int-n- 
tionod that nearly all the Indiana on the 
Ontario resorvos wore Orangemen and as 
such might be expected to sesead their 
rotes for the tory party. Several minia- 
terialista at once denied the statement, 
whereupon Mr. Wilson lifted hia desk and 
took out a copy of the Orange Sentinel in 
which appoarecf an article highly eulogiz- 
ing tho proposition to give the Indians 
the franchise, as there were a largo num- 
ber of Orange lodges ou the Ontario re- 
serves. 

BBITI.SII OOI.UJtBIA T.AND l.WVH. 
Two or throe aeiiaational telegrams pur- 
porting to have been sent from your city 
have been published in the Canadian 
press this week. These dispatcheR state 
that Borae people in your province had 
become very indigiumt with the Domin- 
ion government on account of the land 
policy in British Columbia, and woro 
threatening to take up arms to secure 
their rights. Tho information ia sup- 
posed to emanate from disappointed spec- 
ulators whose plans have been disturbed 
by tho eovernniont's determination to aoll 
the lands within the railway belt. How- 
ever, your people know more about this 
than wo do here, but 1 am bound to say 
that no one believes for a moment that 
any ono in British Columbia would be so 
fouiish aa to resort to armed force in this 
thatter. 

0. p. B. MATTEBi). 

There is no-doubt that our ereat trans- 
continental railway is in a tight place so 
far aa money matters is. concerned. The 
pay oar fur the eastern division only 
passed through Ottawa on Thursday 
ivhen the men's wages for the month of 
March were paid, nearly two montha' 
wages additional being duo. There are 
loud cuinplaiiita amou<; tlie euiployiS* at 
this state of afl'iirs and some of them 
with large familiea find it difficult to get 
along. Everybody is fervently praying 
that the Koverinnont propositions for re 
liof may soon pass. Clo.sely connected 
with tho 0. P. R. is tho proposition aiilj- 
mitted to the government thi^ week by 
Mr. Boaty, M. P., president of tho North- 
west Central railway company, for tho 
conetru3tion during the aunmier ot from 
fiO to 120 miles of the road from Sydney, 
on the C. P. R , in the direction of 
Rapid city, EUice, Saskatoon and Battle- 
ford. What Air. Beaty deairea is to su- 
curo this seaaion that tho company's land 
grant, already sanctioned by the govern- 
ment, should bo mado practically a free 
grant. This done ii is believed work 
can be commenced in a reasonable titno 
and some progress made this summer. 
Tho road is a colonization road and re- 
cant BVenta have shown its neceasity. 
Forty miles are already graded so that 
there would be no difficulty in tinishiug 
BO mites in a short space of time.

ernnient are brielly a.s follows; The pro- 
vincial government transferred to tho 
Dominion Government a belt of land 
twenty miles wide on each side of tlie 
(Juiiadiau Paeitic railway in that pro- 
vince, as its contribution to the cost ot 
that, to them, most important railway 
work.
